Describing his recent mission to 
Moscow, Mr. Harriman told of the 
Russians’ pre-arranged plans to ot AR 
factories from overrun areas to safety 
in the east. Machine tools were num- 
hered, and heavy machines were not 
embedded in concrete, but bolted to the 
floor, ready to be moved at a moment’s 
notice. he operator went with his 
machine in the same railway wagon, 
ready to set it up and operate it at 
the new site. He was ready to accept 
any hardship to have his opportunity 
to work again and do his share. 

‘‘Everywhere we found the same 
determination—the will to fight is in 
the Russian heart, and confidence, too, 
in the final outcome.” 

Of M Stalin, Mr. Harriman said :— 
“He has an amazing knowledge of the 
details of equipment, and, in fact, 
corrected Lord Beaverbrook on the 
horse-power of the Merlin engine in the 
latest Hurricane. He found this amus- 
ing. He can laugh, even in serious 
conversation. . When the conference 
began he was not, sure whether Britain 
or the United States meant business. 
Before the conference was over he was 
no longer in doubt.” 

Pritain had set the pace in the 
sipplies poured into Russia, but Presi- 
dent osevelt was as determined as 
the Prime Minister. ‘‘ He hates Hitler 
and all he stands for with that same 
burning hatred as does Winston 
Churchill.”

AXIS CRUISER | 


TORPEDOED 


OTHER SHIPS CLAIMED 
AS é PROBABLES ” 


A N Axis cruiser, torpedoed by 
_a submarine in the Central 
diterranean, is believed to 
have been sunk, and a oyer 
and two supply ships, also hit, 
are claimed as “ probables."’ 

An official British Admiralty com- 
muniqué last night stated :— 

'“An enemy cruiser has been tor- 
pedoed and ee sunk by a sub- 
marine of the Mediterranean Fleet. 
When the cruiser was attacked it 
formed part of a force of thfee crui- 
sers and three destroyers. 

“This force was subsequently 
sighted by aircraft. Only two cruisers 
were then seen, and a large area of the 
sea in the vicinity was covered with 
oil fuel. 

“ An enemy destroyer has been hit 
by two torpedoes and probably sunk. 

wo enemy supply ships have been 
torpedoed. All these successes have 
been achieved in the Central Mediter- 
ranean.”’

U.S. COAL STRIKE ENDS 


OTHER PROBLEMS STILL 
UNSOLVED 


WASHINGTON, Sunday—With the 
coal strike ended, President Roosevelt 
and his administrative advisers turned 
their attention to five other strikes, in- 
volving 4,800 workers, and impeding 
production of war materials. The 
President also received reports on 
negotiations between labour and 
management repregentatives on the 
railway wage dispute. Only two weeks 
remain st adh the date set by the 
union for the calling of a nation-wide 
railway strike. 

Meanwhile the miners are returning 
to work with demonstrations of satis- 
faction at the decision of their leader, 
Mr. John L. Lewis, president of the 
€.I.0. United Mine Workers, though 
some are disappointed because the 
union shop issue which led to the 
strike is still in doubt.—The Associated 
Press.) 


U.S.-JAPANESE 


TALKS 
“NO DEVELOPMENTS” 


WASHINGTON, Sunday. — Further 
meetings between Mr. Cordell Hull and 
the Japanese Envoys, Mr. Kurusu and 
Admiral Nomura, this week were ex- 
pected in continuance of negotiations,. 
which were marked by a thre. -hour 
conversation in Mr. Hull's hote! last 
night. The meeting lasted until 11 
p-m., but Government officials said 
that there were no new developments. 

Earlier there had been a meeting of 
the '“'A.B.C.D.”- re tatives, and 
authoritative indications were that the 
discussions revolved around the 
economic aspects of the Far Eastern 
situation. Japan has repeatedly 
stressed her opposition to the economic 
blockade by the A.B.C.D. Powers, and 
is understood to have made proposals 
which, if I en. would permit, at 
least, a partial resumption of normal 
trade.— (Associated Press.) 


U.S. AIR BASES

POSITION OF THE 
FARMER 


MR.. COSGRAVE 
CONDEMNS GOVERNMENT 


—- 


‘6 u is unÍortunate, at a time 
when so much was and is 
expected from the farmer and 
from the land, that greater 
attention was not paid to the 
storage of the raw materials for 
the manufacture of manures,” 
said Mr. W. T. Cosgrave, T.D.., 
in a speech delivered at Mary- 
borough yesterday, when he 
criticised the Government for its 
failure to prepare, in years of 
peace, for the preecnt emer- 
gency. i 
For the past seven or eight years, 
he said, those in authority In the 
States of Europe had been aware, and 
must have been aware, of the impend- 
ing outbreak of hostilities. It was the 
duty of States during those years to 
take precautions to strengthen their 
defence forces; to lay in stores of com- 
modities of all kinds, dependent on sea- 
borne traffic, and to make provision for 
the people's food and for essential com- 
modities needed for industry and manu- 
facture. 


AN APPALLING EFFECT 


The outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease in January last had had an 
appalling effect on their agricultural 
economy. ‘‘In our view,” said Mr. 
Cosgrave, ‘‘it is the duty of the State 
to hold an exhaustive inquiry into the 
causes of the foot-and-mouth infection ; 
to examine the steps that were taken 
to deal with it, and to discover the 
reason why the disease was not checked 
at an earlier time. “His party were 
not interested in apportioning blame. 
They were interegted in the future, if 
this country should ever again be 
visited by this dread disease; that. 
arrangements should be perfected and 
in being to check its spread and secure 
immunity. Particularly they were not 
interested in canvassing the efficiency 
of a neighbouring country in dealing 
with an outbreak of the kind.. The 
recent outbreak may have presented 
some special difficulties in the begin- 
ning,’ said Mr. Cosgrave, ‘‘ but my 
colleagues and I are satisfied that, with 
prompt action on the part of the Go- 
vernment, the disease would neither 
have been so widespread nor as last- 
ing, and that enormous losses to the 
State and to the farmers could have 
been avoided.’’ 

Continuing, Mr. Cosgrave said that 
day after day they heard from those 
in authority of the shortcomings of 
some people. Warnings, exhortations, 
lectures, and addresses follow one 
another in the style and manner of 
Panzer divisions. ‘‘ Very well,” said 
the speaker, ‘‘we promise to listen 
to all, or nearly all, to do our best, 
even this coming year to increase til- 
lage from 20 to 25 per cent, as has 
been requested.’’ But, surely, when 
th. ordinary citizen was asked to do 
so much, he was entitled to ask those 
in authority how they were co-operat- 
ing. and what contributions they were 
prepared to make. Why, for example. 
they could not reduce the costs of Go- 
vernment. The people had to pay the 
costs and the costs were increasing. 


FACING THE FUTURE 


This ‘country, he said, had in the 
past survived many crises, domestic 
and international. ‘‘ Let us do our 
duty and fare the future full of con- 
fidence that, under Divine providence, 
it will survive again.” He added:

Mr. J. Hughes, T.D., Carlow, said 
they had as an example of Government, 
by ministerial order the fixing of price 
of 41s. per barrel for wheat. The 
Government was taking credit for 
vision in having a wheat policy, but 
the Fine Gael Party was not opposed 
to wheat growing. It was opposed to 
wheat ranching, which reduced 
the fertility of soil, and 
which Fianna Fail had gone 
into for the last three or four years.

FORCES SPLIT IN GROUPS 


The latest information 
London regarding the battle of Libya 
shows that the British have split up 
the Axis forces in the zone between 
Tobruk, El Gobi and the Egyptian 
frontier into four or five different 
groups, says the Press Association. 
One group has been cut off from its 
base in the Sollum-Halfaya area, and, 
according to authoritative circles, those 
troops can only escape by breaking 
through the British ranks or by fight- 
ing and defeating British forces. 
Another Axis group seems to be 
isolated in the Gambut area, and yet 
another one is cut off near E] Gobi. 
Then there is still a force trying to 
‘‘contain’’ the garrison at Tobruk, 
which, however, has sallied forth and 
captured many hundreds of the 
beseigers 

In the centre of the triangle—Tobruk- 
EI Gobi-Bardia—there is a German 
force which is isolated from all the 
other Axis groups. 

“The battle seems to be going well,” 
was the opinion expressed in London 
yesterday. ‘‘ We have now occupied 

ardia, and we have a strong force at 
Sidi Rezegh.”’ 

The body of troops cut off by the 
British forces in the Sollum area is 
possibly equal in strength to an 
infantry division, with a number of 
tanks and mechanised units. Most of 
these troops are believed to be Italian. 
The tanks in the area are manned by 
Germans. 

It is pointed out. that although the 
Axis forces have been split into a 
number of groups, the distances are 
so big that it would be premature to 
think that they cannot escape. Under 
cover of darkness or even by day, 
they may possibly find a hole in the 
net through which some may slip out, 
but there is no doubt in offic’ | circles 
that a good proportion are bound to 
be held. 


SOLLUM PIPE LINE CUT 


CATRO, Sunday.—New Zealand 
forces, it was learned to-day, have cut 
the pipe line between Bardia and 
Sollum, thus increasing the Ams diffi- 
culties in the frontier area.—(Reuter. ) 


TANKS LOCKED IN 


BATTLE 


CAIRO, Sunday. — Two great 
armoured formations like grand fleets 
were to-day locked in combat in the 
centre—the area round Sidi Rezegh— 
of the Libyan battlefield. Their tanks 
were dashing about at great speed, 
firing and then drawing off to refuel 
and load up with more ammunition. 
They took advantage of every inch of 
cover in this region of dried up river 
heds and ridges. 

It. has now become clear how the 
offensive was launched. Leaving 
fortified positions on the British right 


‘| flank to be contained by a strong 


force, General Cunningham’s~ Eighth 
Army crashed in force over the Libya 
wire, When units from the nearest 
fortifications had advanced a sufficient 
distance to the west they turned north- 
wards and made for the sea, which 
they reached at Bardia. thus cutting 
off Axis troops to the east from water, 
food and ammunition. 

A great mass of armour and fire- 

wer on the left of these troo 
eaded north-west, towards Tobruk, 
encountering German armoured masses 
south-east of Tobruk, where the battle 
was still raging to-day.The intensity of 
the fighting is shown by the fact that 
it continues throughout the night, 
usually an unsuitable time for tank 
warfare.— (Reuter. ) 

CAIRO, Sunday.—The capture of 
Fort Capuzzo by the New Zealanders, 
it is pointed out in British quarters 
here, is most significant It means 
that British mobile forces advancing 
from the south are now right behind 
the Axis troops entrenched in positions 
facing Sollum and around Halfaya 
(Hellfire) Pass. Stvong containing 
forces are hamméring these troops from 
the front, wile the forces holding 
Capuzzo are threatening their rear. 

apuzzo is on the main road to 
Sollum, so that supplies for the Axis 


‘must be brought up, if they can be 


moved at all, over the tracks between 
Capuzzo and the sea, and even then 
under fire. 


BRITISH COMMUNIQUES 


“The centre of gravity of the. main 
tank battle between British and Ger- 
man armoured forces now appears to 
be about Sidi Rezegh. Throughout 
the night the battle contined without 
cessation. and it is continuing this 
morning,” said Sunday’s communiqué 
from Cairo. ; 

‘* Meanwhile, New Zealand forces, in 
the face of exceptional climatic diffi- 
culties, contin yesterday their ad- 
vance from initial itions west af 
Sidi Omar.

“While these operations were pro- 
coating, Inte troops have captured

‘Continuing their advance against 
opposition, the British forces from 
Tobruk have again captured many 
hundreds of prisoners, of which 50 per 
cent. are Germans. 

‘‘Continuous air support was given 
by our air forces throughout the sh 
low-flying bomber and Bha attacks 
were made on enemy tanks, armoured 
fighting veliicles and motor transport, 
and much damage was inflicted. 

Sunday;s Royal Air Force com- 
muniqué said :— 

“Co-operating further with the Im- 
perial land forces, our aircraft main- 
tained their considerable offensive 
operations over the Libyan battle area 
yesterday. Particularly successful 
bombing and low-flying attacks were 
carried out on enemy tanks, armoured 
fighting vehicles and motor transport 
moving along the El Adem-Acroma 
road. _. 

“Over 100 lorries and a number of 
petrol tankers were destroyed, the 
accumulated wreckage “of — vehicles 
blocking the road in various places. 

“Other enemy lorries and petrol 
tankers were attacked and destroyed 
on the Barce-Derna road. 

‘Effective raids were made by our 
bombers on road communications in 
the Derna and Gazala areas, as well as 
on concentrations of motor transport 
at Bir Hacheim. 

‘In Gambut one OR 42 and a 
Henschel 126 were destroyed on the 

round. Two Junkers 88. were shot 
own by our fighters. In further aerial 
combats a number of Messerschmitt 
109s were damaged. 

“In the rn Mediterranean, Royal 
Air Force and naval aircraft attacked 
an enemy convoy, which was escorted 
by a cruiser and five destroyers on the 
night of November 2lst and 22nd. One 
torpedo scored a direct hit on the 
cruiser, causing a large flash and clouds 
of black smoke. One large merchant 
vessel was probably hit, and sticks ot 
bombs straddled other ships. 

‘In a raid on Agostili aoi on 
November 22, our aircraft bombed a 
naval vessel, which was left, with a 
heavy list. Patrol vessels and other 
craft in the harbour were machine- 
gunned. 

““A force of Macci 202’s, which 
approached Malta on November 21st, 
was engaged by our fighters. In aerial 
combats which followed a number of 
enemy fighters was damaged. 

'“ From these and other operations 
thirteen aircraft are missing.’ 


GERMAN REPORT 


BERLIN, Sunday.—To-day’s German 
é Command communigué states: 
““In North Africa, German and Italian 
troops, in successful fights with British 
forces advancing from thé south, de- 
stroyed over 260 tanks and 200 


armoured cars. 

‘Strong attacks by the British 
garrison at Tobruk, supported by 
tanks, were repelled by the surround- 
ing Italian forces. 

_“* In violent air fights the enemy lost 
55 ‘planes. In an air attack on a 
British air base several bombers were 
destroyed on the ground. 

“The battle in North Africa is con- 
tinuing with fierce fighting.’’— (Reuter. ) 


REPORTED CAPTURE OF 


BRITISH GENERAL 


The capture of a British General 
was claimed last night by the Italian 
Radio, which reported that violent 
fighting continues in North Africa, 
with '' enormous losses to the enemy.”’

GERMANS ADMIT GREAT 


DESTRUCTION 


BERLIN, Sunday.—Fighting in 
Libya continues to rage violently, and 
with “ prodigious’’ destruction of war 
materials, German war dispatches ad- 
mitted to-day. The official News 
Agency observed that, because of the 
nature of conditions in North Africa, 
‘such operations can be decided in a 
few days.’’ Reports were characterised 
by extreme caution, but the destruc- 
tion of materials caused some German 
commentators to wonder whether the 
tempo of the conflict could be main- 
tained for long.—( Associated Press.)

GERMAN SUPPLY 
SHIP BOMBED 
DUTCH AIRMAN KILLED 


An Air Ministry communiqué last 
night stated :— 

This afternoon a Hudson aircraft of 
the Royal Netherland Naval Air Ser- 
vice, operating with Coastal Com- 
mand, bombed a large German supply 
ship off the south-west. coast of Nor- 
way. The ship was hit forward of the 
bridge. 

The captain of the Hudson, who took 
his “plane down to 200 feet to attack 
the supply ship, was killed by an A.A. 
shell at the very moment that his de- 
layed-acfion bombs exploded in the 
ship, states the British Air Ministry 
News Service. 

As the Hudson plunged towards the 
sea the observer, leaning over his cap- 
tain’s body, seized the controls and 
pulled it out of its dive. Then, although 
he had flown a Hudson only once be- 
f6re, in a training flight, he brought 
it safely back to Britain. 


ANTI-BOLSHEVIKS TO. 


MEET IN BERLIN 


BERLIN, Sunday—It is announced 
that, on the occasion of the anni- 
wersary of the conclusion of the Anti- 
Comintern Pact, many leading states- 
men of the Powers that are fighting 
Bolshevism will meet here to-morrow 
and Tuesday. The meeting, says the 
German News Agency, wil give ex- 
pression to the will of these Powers 
to fight world Bolshevism.

MOSCOW, Monday.—The Germans 
have penetrated the Soviet defences at 
Rostov, and fighting is going on in 
the streets ot the city, says a special 
correspondent of the Soviet Army 
paper, Red Star. German tanks have 
reached the railway station. ‘ Having 
broken through our defences,” the 
correspondent says, ' the enemy flung 
all his forces into the battle in order 
to achieve success at any cost, Despite 
the stubborn resistance of the defenders, 
the Fascists penetrated towards the 
City of Rostov, and a violent battle 
took place there. Several enemy tanks 
were smashed or burnt out. But by 
this time several. dozen more enemy 
tanks approached the scene of the fight- 
ing and, edging their way past the 
wrecked tanks, they crashed into by- 
streets. The defenders of the city were 
compelled to fall back. The struggle 
was particularly violent in the neigh- 
bourhood of the railway station, where 
the enemy succeeded in posting several 
po” with automatic rifles. Our in- 
antry units proceeded to exterminate 
these groups, and some oí them were 
aT wiped out. Fascist tanks, how- 
ever, broke through to the station, and 
after heavy fighting pressed back our 
units.

| Coursing 


The sport of coursing has been criticised 
severely on humanitarian grounds. Some 
years ago the .National Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals con- 
ducted a vigorous campaign against it. 
With the merits of that criticisn We are 
not concerned in this ‘article. ‘Soon, how- 
ever, there may be little ground for it; 
for the sport of coursing is in danger of 
disappearing in Ireland, as it has dis- 
appeared in Scotland. Hunting the hare 
is a nataral activity of the greyhound: 
indeed, from the most ancient times 
coursing by dogs of one sort and another 
has heen a favourite subject for artists 
and sculptors. The pastime’s beginnings 
are lost in obscurity, even in England, 
where its popularity at one time ranked 
second only to horse-racing. Its decline 
set in about seventy years ago, when the 
increasing scarcity of hares led to the 
introduction of park coursing, which, as 
enthusiastic devotees of the leash main- 
tain, is not real coursing at all. Park 
coursing did not last long in England, 
but in Ireland, owing to the difficulty of 
preserving hares, it has continued in even 
greater measure than open coursing. With 
the breaking up of the big estates and the. 
gradual loss of interest by the noblemen 
who were its stalwart supporters in its 
heyday. the sport declined in importance.

There are few 
enough orchards in Ireland, and, if the 
small amount of fruit which they supply 
is allowed to be wasted .in this fashion, 
the price of apples and pears must rise 
still higher. Probably if the parents 
explained the position fully to their 
children some improvement might be 
effected; few children, , we feel sure, 
realise the seriousness of the offence, and 
the reformatory—which has been suggested 
as a cure for the problem—seems to be 
hard punishment. 
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That Crowning Glory! 


“According to a Press Association report, 
women in Great Britain soon may have to 


fancy styles of coiffure in the interests of 
the war effort. The Ministry of Health 
has appealed to women to adopt short hair 
styles, and, lest they should feel dis- 
inclined to follow the advice, has gone 
behind their backs to the hairdressers, 
whom it has requested to recommend 
simple, tidy styles in keeping with the 
times, This request, we learn, is made 
partly on grounds of public health, and 
partly because of ‘the shortage of toilet 
preparations and of such articles as hair- 
pins. However valid ‘the reason may: be, 
it seems to be a drastic interference with 
the rights of the individual to suggest that 
woman should do away with her crowning 
glory in the interests of the war effort. 
At the present time, however, the health 
of the nation is more important than the 
liberty of its individual citizens, and the 
use of a formula such as “a simple style 
in keeping with the times” should do 
much to break down the barriers of female 
determination. In this request—which is 
tantamount to an order—one can observe 
the steady trend of war-time fashions 
towards simplification and “ standardisa- 
tion.” There was an attempt to put on 
the market a standard suit for men; 
women who wear “ slacks ” for work have 
been accepted in most walks of life; 
stockings are available only in a limited 
selection of types and shades; and now 
At is recommended that hair-styles shall be 
“ rationalised ” as far as possible. It is 
unlikely that such restrictions ever: will 
be applied to Ireland, but, if they are, 
it probably will be necessary to adapt the 
order so as to include the number of young 
men who would be a menace to public 
health on account of the length of their 
hair, or the density of their beards. In 
Britain most members of the younger 
telligentsia have joined the forces, and 
long hair and beards are a thing of the 
past; but in this country to restrict 
elaborate coiffures in the case of women:
